A frightful Occident by which Ave persons 
were seriously injured—two perhaps beyond 
recovery—took place at II. H. Bevier A Co.'a 
brewery, on 
North Waler street, yesterday 
afternoon, at about half-post I o’clock. 
To 
comprehend fully how such a catastrophe 
could occur It Is necessary to understand 
something of the extent and nature of the es­ 
tablishment. 
We can only aid the imagina­ 
tion of our readers by stating that the busi­ 
ness is conducted in different stories of a large 
building. 
It is a place of low ceilings, appar­ 
ently well supported by solid po.-is, dark and 
narrow stairways, long rows of casks and bar­ 
rels, and at intervals huge tubs and vats. 
Numbers of men are moving busily about in 
each departm ent 
On the third floor Is placed w hat la called in 
the technical slang of brewers a mash lull. 
Thia great circular vat was apparently Home 
tweuty fort in diameter, and Btood aliout five 
feet in height. 
A clearer notion of diinen-ions 
may, perhaps, be conveyed Ivy the fact that 
its capacity is 120 barrels of boer. 
Tile grain 
for the manufacture of liquors la crushed be­ 
tween milers and set in this tub. Hot water is 
then let onjt nntil the whole mass is of the con 
siatency of padding. 
In the course of a few 
hours the malt or liquor |»ortion of this mix­ 
ture is drawn off into a copper kettle and 
bolled. 
The refuse, which is called grains, is 
removed from tho tub, und the

(hun the kettle ta once more let is. 
After 
standing In this receptacle for about an bour, 
it is drawn off toto a cooler on the floor below 
and barreled. 
When the accident occurred yesterday this 
process had been carried to the point where 
the scalding hot beer is returned to the mash 
tub from the boiler. 
This boiling liquor to the 
amount of oee hundred barrels had just been 
let into the vat, and about four hundred bush­ 
els of the damp grains were hea)»ed round the 
outside of it- 
Suddenly the w hole square of 
flooring oo which thia Immense mass was 
placed gave way and the huge vat of scalding 
liquor went crushing down iuto the story be­ 
low. 
Through that portion of the second floor 
lying directly underneath, the great weight 
broke at once, smashing in its downward 
course through joico and beams as if they had 
been pipe stems. 
Of course the tub burst in 
this rough fall and the boiling beer mixed with 
(rains was dashed in all directions. 
Two of 
the men Injured were working on the first floor 
and ware precipitated downward. 
The other 
three were on Hie subcellar floor, two of them 
engaged in rolling barrels. A moment’s warn­ 
ing would have been sufficient for their tat-
